This latest increase 1s due to the 
se in the price of meat the 
general wholesale market. and it will 
vary according to the quality of the 
cuts in the retail shops. 

Announcing the increase, Mr 
Vonty Levin. who ts the Chairman 
of the London Association and the 
President of the National Federation, 
stated that because of the drastic 
reduction in the import of meat from 
Argentina the. price of home ‘cattle 
had been on the mecrease for some 
time r) the wholesale market. 

Ihe merease in the cattle market. 
he explained, had amounted to about

usually meant that the retail price 
should go up by as much as a 
shilling. “We are not passing on to 
the consumer the whole increase but 
only a part of ut,” Mr. Levin told me. 
“For some time we have carried the 
whole increase ourselves in the nope 


that. the wholesale price would 
eventually come down. But there ts 
no possibility of that happening 


before August, and we are compelled 
to increase our prices by 3d. to 6d.., 
according to -the cut, from next 
Monday.” 

| asked Mr. Levin whether the 
announced increase had the consent 
of the Consultative Committee on the 
Price of Kosher Meat and Poultry— 
the body set up by the Board of 
Deputies, 

He replied that he had been in 
touch with the Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. H. Samuels. and had 
provided him with a list of the 
increased prices. Mr. Samuels was 
trying to arrange a meeting of the 
Committee as soon as possible. . Mr. 
Levin added, however, that even if 
the Committee did not unanimously 
approve the increase, “we wil! still 
go ahead with it.”

FOR MARTYRS 


Israel’s New Law 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

A Day of Mourning for the mil- 
hons of Jews murdered by the Nazis 
was finally fixed by the Knesset 
before mt adjourned for the six-week 
Passover recess. The Day of Mourn- 
ing wil be on Nisan 27; which this 
year falls on May 5. 

Throughout Isracl the Day of 
Mourning will be observed by a two 
minutes complete silence. Work and 
traflic will come to a stop. 

The fixing of the Day of Mourn- 
ing is provided by the Law of 
Memorial Day of the Holocaust and 
Heroism. The Bill was submitted by 
Rabbi M. Nurock (National Religious 
Party). He has stated that as long 
ago as 1951, the Knesset had fixed 
Nisan 27 as a memorial day, but there 
had been no general observance of 
the “day ” and services had been held 
in only two or three places.

Following criticism by various 
French newspapers the Moroccan 
Government has allowed a lawver to 
visit the Jews in prison. Afterwards 


it was confirmed that iwo of the 
prisoners, who are alleged to be the 
leaders of the group, were tortured 
by their captors lhe Moroccan 
authorities apparently intend to bring 
the prrsoners to trial. 

The men were among the group of 
47 Jews who were-detained by the 
Moroccan police on charges of trying 
to emigrate, illegally, to Israel. The 
other members of the group—eight 
old men and 26 women with children 

have now been released. 

It is alleged that the passports held 
by the group were genuine French 
documents. but bearing forged stamps. 
Police suspicions. were aroused by a 
small detail on the stamp, which dif- 
fered from the usual. It ts said that 
the stamps had a full stop in place 
of a dash. The documents are 
believed to have come from Mar- 
seilles. 

The would-be emigrants have sold 
their homes in Rabat, Casablanca, 
and Meknes in order to emigrate. In 
prison they were reported to be held

Ben-Gurion 
**Shocked”’ 


CALL-UP MISTAKE 
BY ARMY

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion. the Israeli Prime 
Minister and Defence Minister, and 
General Laskov. the Chief-of-Staff. 
were “shocked and surprised’. when 
they heard the Israel radio announce. 
ment last week calling up three units 
of the Israch Army. 

This admission was made by Mr. 
Ben-Gurion when he replied in the 
Knesset on Monday to four motions 
of no-confidence in his Government 
arising out of this incident. Ihe 
radio announcement was later offict- 
ally described as a “regrettable 
mistake.” ‘It caused much excitement 
and concern throughout Israel. and 
there were counter-measures in the 
Arab States. All the motions of no 
ynfidence were defeated

The indicated 
main culprit had been named but 
there were still a number of points 
in respect to some juniors whic! 
needed clarification and until he was 
certain of hrs facts he would ‘not 
make a final statement about the 
incident The Knesset Foreign. 
Affairs ommittec had earlie: 
accepted his explanation on condition 
that when he knew exactly what had 
happened lie would recommend 
appropriate action by the Govern 
ment. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion stated that the 
General Staff. with his approval. had 
agreed to use Kol Israel, the Israeli 
radio, for calling up of units to the 
reserves. But the instruction to Kol 
Isracl had been given by a liaison 
officer before the final plan had been 
approved either by Mr. Ben-Gurion 
or by the Chief of Staff.

WOLFSON FOUNDATION 
OFFERS £150,000

Ihe House of Lords were on 
Wednesday informed by LORD 
NATHAN that the Isaac Wolfson 
Foundation (of which he is Chairman) 
had offered to the Home Secretary 
(Mr. R. A. Butter) and the Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambridge £150,000 to 
found a Chair of Criminology and a 
Readership or Lecturership this 
subject at Cambridge. 

During the debate the Lord 
Chancellor welcomed the munifi- 
cent grant by the Foundation and 
announced that the Government 
would support the development of 
criminological studies at Cambridge 
by making a grant. 

Earlier this week the trustees of 
Churchill College, Cambridge, 
accepted a £70,000 gift from the 
Isaac Woltson Foundation to build 
an assembly hall in the main college 
building. 

The Foundation has made grants 
of over £1,000,000 for the advance- 
ment of education and health in 
Britain and the Commonwealth.

CcnronicLe, the “Men Behind the Pen” met in the Council Room, 33 


Seymour Place, W.1, on Monday, to continue the battle orally, 
room was crowded, and the sparks flew.

Four young Jewish writers—Peter Shaffer and Bernard Kops, play- 
wrghts, and Emanuel Litvinoff and Jon Silkin, poets—had been invited 
by the British Section of the World Jewish Congress to contribute their 
views on the question “Is Jewish Society Bankrupt ?” They all agreed 


that it was. Members of the 
audience strongly dissented from this 
view and criticised the speakers in 
forthright terms. 

There were cries of “Shame!” 
when Mr. Silkin declared: “When 


both impossible and foolish to 
shrug off. 

Mr. Litvinoff spoke of the “rich 
background” of Jewish history on 
which the Jewish writer was Privileged

| call myself a Jew, I do not mean 
that ] am a religious Jew. The Jewish 
religion is even more rotten and more 
ossified than Christianity, if that were 
possible.” 

Anglo-Jewish society was dead, and 
so was its religion, went on Mr. 
Siikin. Because English society was 
primarily Teutonic the Jews were 
tolerated in this country, but tolerated 
with contempt, 

“| feel an exile both in Enelish 
and in Jewish society.” he continued, 
“and—because | cannot speak 
Hebrew—I think | should feel equally 
exiled in Israel.” 

Mr. Litvinoff referred to Anglo- 
Jewish society as a “ rather pathetic ” 
entity, consisting of “people with 
totally outmoded ideas and obstinate 
defensive It constituted a 
chmateand an unsuitable 
frame for any writer, he said. 

Mr. Kops, who stated that, follow- 
ing “ [he Hamlet of Stepney Green,” 
he had no intention of writing another 
play on a Jewish theme, referred to 
the Anglo-Jewish community as 
“neurotic and enclosed,” He was 
ceasing to derive any inspiration from 
it, he added. 

Although the writers were unani- 
mous in condemning Anglo-Jewish 
society as “ bankrupt,” two of the 
four members of the panel 
emphasised that their Jewishness (as 
distinct from any adherence to Jewish 
suciely) was a vital element in their 
witing, and one which it would be 


to draw. No writer who was a Jew 
could write validly and truthfully 
without being aware of his position 
as a Jew, he said. If he attempted 
to do so, he would be the poorer 
for it. 

Mr. Silkin added that it was neces- 
sary for the Jewish writer to feel a 
sense of identification with the Jewish 
victims of persecution, and to attempt 
to “interpret the burden of Jewish 
history.” 

Mr. Shaffer disagreed with these 
sentiments. “I am one of the few 
writers,” he said, “to whom being 
a Jew is not important. One must 
arrive at a religious belief, not be 
born into it. For this reason | 
believe the only truly religious people 
are converts” 

The evening ended on a note of 
mutual vituperation, sparked off when 
a member of the audience criticised 
the panel for having provided so little 
substance or inspiration. There were 
cries of “Hear, hear!” when she 
declared. that these writers, with the 
exception of Mr. Litvinoff, were not 
qualified to discuss their subject, 
because none of them knew what it 
was to be a Jew. 

To this the panellists rejoined that 
they were just as fallible as the audi- 
ence, and—like them—were groping 
after the truth in their-own way. 

It was stated by the Chairman. Mr. 
J. H. Barnett, that Mr. Brian Glan- 
ville had been invited to take part 
in the forum, but had declined.

Day Schools’ Important 
Contribution 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


If Jews are to survive as a com- 
munity it is essential to produce “ the 
authentic Jew,” declared Rabbi 
Kopul Rosen, the Principal of 
Carmel College, when he addressed 
the Marylebone Jewish Society last 
week, 

Rabbi Rosen said: “The type of 
person growing up in this country can 
best be described as a non-Christian 
of Jewish parentage. He does not 
know why he is Jewish. Fundament- 
ally he resents his Jewishness. Only 
the authentic Jew can face life today 
and survive, Only he knows why he 
wishes to survive as a Jew. All those 
who discuss this come to the con- 
clusion that one must concentrate on 
Jewish education.” 

Today, he continued, the Talmud 
Torah system was “dead.” “ You 
just cannot get children to go to 
evening classes two hours a day, six 
days a week. Today the overwhelm- 
ing majonty of children receive no 
Jewish education whatsoever. The 
40 per cent that do, receive a miser- 
able smattering of ignorance that ends 
at the age of 13.” 


Grounding In Tolerance 


It was essential for a Jewish child to 
have the home atmosphere continued 
at school—and that was the province 
of the Jewish day school. That type 
of school could produce a secure, 
well-balanced human being. He was 
convinced that the type of person who 
was what he called the non-Christian 
of Jewish parentage. did not feel at 
home in non-Jewish surroundings. 

Rabbi Rosen maintained that the 
child who attended a Jewish day 
school, if the’ school was run as it 
should be, had a better grounding in 
tolerance and was better fitted to mix 
with persons of other creeds and 
nationalities when it left school and 
went out into the world than was the 
child that found itself part of a 
minority. and felt it was a minority 
in attending a non-Jewish school, 

Those Jewish parents who decried 
Jewish day schools, asserting that 
they encouraged “ segregation,” were 
those who also said “I do not want 
my child to be different.” But it was 
those same parents who also said “I 
want my child to be distinctive.” 
Rabbi Rosen called upon these people 
to “drop these emotional words.”

ZIONIST PROGRESS REPORT 


By a Correspondent 


The 58th annual report of the 
Zionist Federation, which is to be 
presented to the annual conference 
which opens to-morrow (Saturday) 
night, is a sober document running 
into more than eighty pages. 


It shows that the Federation is 
managed by an Executive Council, 
which meets monthly, and = an 
Honorary Officers’ Committee, which 
met 28 times during the year. The 
Council is divided into 15 Commit- 
tees—Economic, Education, General 
Aliya, Public Relations, etc.—and to 
most of them Honorary Officers are 
specially attached. After two intro- 
ductory pages, and nine devoted to 
a résumé of. the 57th Conference (to 
which 1,278 delegates were accredited), 
the report describes the work of the 
Federation, for the most part under 
the headings of the various commit- 
Twenty-three pages of appen- 
dices describe the work of associated 
bodies, among them the F.W.Z., the 
F.Z.Y., and Poale Zion. 


An important feature of the year’s 
work was the celebration of the tenth 
anniversary of the State of Israel, and 
reference is made to the autumn 
membership campaign and other pro- 

aganda_ efforts. The Education 

epartment continues to foster 
several useful projects—L.C.C. 
classes, seminars, libraries—designed 
to increase Hebrew and Jewish know- 
ledge. The Day Schools Committee 
controls five schools and reports that 


negotiations are proceeding to estab- 
lish several more. The Federation 
also makes an annual grant to 
Carmel College. 

The accounts presented are of a 
limited character. The rincipal 
source of income is a grant of £10,000 
from the J.P.A. Dues bring in £4,000 
(net) and subscriptions and donations 
£6,400. The expenditure side of the 
account gives £89 for postages and 
telegrams and £171 for stationery and 
printing. Even allowing for the 
separate expenditure of the Educa- 
tion Department, which is grouped 
under a separate heading, it would 
appear nothing short of miraculous 
for an organisation with such wide- 
spread ramifications (there are 471 
affiliated societies) to spend so little ; 
and the question therefore arises 
whether expenditure is being siphoned 
off to accounts which are not pub- 
lished. There is no Income and 
Expenditure Account for the Day 
Schools or the Chalutz Farms, and 
though the text refers to considerable 
sums administered by the Israel 
Office, these are not mentioned in the 
accounts. 

The report states that: “ Aliya from 
this country during the past twelve 
months has again shown an increase ” 
though figures are not given. At the 
Eder Farm the number of chalutzim 
in training has varied between 15 and 
22. An important branch of the 
Federation’s work is the Israel Office, 
which assists British settlers and 


tourists and also acts on behalf of 
Zionist bodies in other countries.

‘JEWS’ COLLEGE NEGLECTED 


Chief Rabbi “ Appalled ” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A strong appeal to Jews in Britain 
and the Commonwealth to support 
Jews’ College with subscriptions was 
made by the Chief Rabbi when he 
presided at the annual meeting of the 
College Governors and subscribers on 
Tuesday. 

“]T am appalled at the fact that the 
number of regular subscribers to the 
College funds is only about 450—out 
of all the Jewrtes of the British 
Commonwealth which have been 
served for 100 years by Jews’ College 
graduates,” he said. 

Dr. Brodie also stated that there 
were only some 2,000 subscribers to 
ne College Centenary Fund, “ These 
Acures tell much of the attitude of our 
gmmunity to Jews’ College, which 
® taken too much for granted. I! 
appeal to the community to come to 
our support,” he said. 

He added ie will not he 
happy unless and until we have 5,000 
regular subscribers, That is not a very 
large figure when we consider we are 
entitled .to turn to every community in 
the United Kingdom and in the British 
Commonwealth. They owe us a debt 
of gratitude for all we have done.” 

The annual report and accounts 
disclosed that the College had a deficit 
of £13.325, which. said Mr. Alan A. 
Mocatta. QO.C.. Chairman of the 
College Council, partly resulted from 
interest on the £55,000 overdraft 
raised for the new building. But 
without that and other charges the 
deficit on the normal running of the 


College would still amount to some 
£6,000. To meet the deficit it was 
essential to secure a Jarge increase in 
annual] subscriptions and donations. 

Mr. Mocatta announced that the 
activities of the College had thrived 
in the new building, and some eighty 
students were now registered, 17 of 
them in residence. The Institute for 
Training of Teachers had begun 
functioning last October and now had 
20 students. He thanked the syna- 
gogue ladies’ guilds for their fine 
efforts on the College's behalf. 

As yet. he repo ted, the College had 
been unable to reduce the £55,000 
overdraft, but it was hoped to begin 
doing so in June. 


Two Publications 


The Chief Riubbi mentioned the 
recent publications of two members 
of the staff——Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, the 
Principal, and Rabbi Dr. H. J. Zim- 
mels. Dr. Epstein’s book on Judaism, 
he said. was a work which had been 
acclaimed by scholars and gencral 
readers. both Jewish and non-Jewish. 
By publishing the book the Principal 
had emphasised one of the aims of 
Jews College—to make a positive 
contribution to adult education. 

Dr. Zimmels’s work on Ashkenazim 
and Sephardim was a recent addition 
to the list of College publications. It 
was a book worthy of a great scholar 
and an honourable addition to the list 
of classics in Jewish learning and 
literature which had been published 
by members of the College staff.

PART-TIME TEACHER TRAINING 
Institute To Be Set Up 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Because of the great shortage of 
teachers for Hebrew Classes and 
Talmud Torahs the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education has 
formulated plans to create an insti- 
tute for the part-time training of 
teachers. 

The scheme will be assisted finan- 
cially by a Claims Conference grant 
of £7,500, which will be spread over 
four years, and is to be an extension 
of the courses already being held by 
the Board at two centres—the New 
Synagogue, Egerton Road, N., and the 
Cricklewood Synagogue, Walm Lane. 
It is intended that the 25 students 
already taking these courses will 
become the nucleus of the new insti- 
tute, which will have its headquarters 
at the J.F.S. Secondary School, 
Camden Town. 


Free Tuition 


The new institute is not intended 
fo cut across the work of the Institute 
for the Training of Teachers, now 
administered by Jews’ College, Lon- 
don. For although generally fulfill- 
ing a similar purpose the Jews’ Col- 
lege Institute, students are full-time 
persons attending the College during 
normal day sessions and they will be 
trained up to degree level. 

The London Board's scheme will 
encourage students to qualify up to 
the Diploma “A” standard of the 
Central Examining Board of Jews’ 
College. The minimum requirement 
for part-time teachers under this plan 
is the school certificate level of 
qualification. 

Because of the Claims Conference 
grant, tuition under the institute plan 
will be free, and it will be possible 
for some students to receive bursaries 
to help with travelling expenses and 
books. 

In addition to the students’ courses 
the new centre at Camden Town will 
provide facilities for Hebrew teachers 
to take specialised subjects and also 
refresher courses on the practice of 
Jewish education, and & will also 
allow students to take pedagogal 
courses, 

Special courses on modern Hebrew 
are also envisaged. 

Originally the £7,500 awarded by 
the Claims Conference was earmarked 
for the setting up of a denominational 
college for the training of teachers on 


a representative basis, and it a». 
understood that the grant would be 
renewed for a number of years to 
enable such a college to be perman- 
ently established. Because of a syh<¢. 
quent controversy it was decided no: 
to proceed with the project. Jew: 
College then set up its own Faculty 
for the training of secondary schoo} 
teachers at university level. 

The London Board carried on jt; 
part-time teachers’ training at the two 
centres and applied for permission to 
to use the Claims Contereace grant 
for such a purpose. This was agreed 

It is expected that the new centre 
at Camden Town will open in Octobe: 
this year. 


Need for Students 


The Board at present employs 
about 450 part-time teachers. byt 
there is a constant “movement” of 
such staff and there will always be 
posts for teachers at classes and 
Talmud Torahs administered by the 
Board, It is, therefore, hoped tha: 
many students will take advantac. 
the institute’s facilities. 

No information has been forth. 
coming from the London Board op 
any approach by it to Jews’ College 
on co-ordinating training for part- 
time teachers. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, Principal of 
Jews’ College. said that while the Col. 
lege recognised the value of purt-time 
Teachers’ Training Courses. it main- 
tained that a student pursuine 4 full. 
time course would undoubted!y make 
a better teacher than one doing only 
a part-time course; and in view of 
its limited financial resources the 


College was obliged to concentrate 
on full-time courses. 

At the same time. he added. had 
the College been invited to co- 
operate in the organisation of part 


time courses and furnished with the 
necessary financial means it would 
have gladly joined in this. effort

The emergence of this new com- 
munity was welcomed by the Parnas 
Presidente, Mr. A. M. Cansino, when 
he presented the annual report of the 
\fahamad at the general meeting of 
cho Yehidim of the congregation in 
‘he Montefiore Hall, Maida Vale, 
w.. on Sunday. 

He said that the growth of the new 
community in North-West London, 
one of the most pleasing develop- 
ments in the life of the Sephardi 
coneregation, was due mainly to the 
entry of many Jews from Egypt. They 
were not a break-away body but 
would form part and parcel of the 
ancient Sephardi community _ here. 
Further services were being arranged, 
following the discussions between the 
Maimonides group, the Mahamad, 
and the Haham, and special facilities 
would be provided for the religious 
education of the children. 


More Pupils on the Roll 


Mr. Cansino stated that since the 
end of the war the Sephardi con- 
eregation in Greater London had 
risen numerically by 75 per cent, and 
it was still increasing. In the same 
period. the number of pupils in their 
religion classes had risen from 39 in 
1946 to 267 today. 

Ihe financial state was not equally 
rosy. According to the = accounts 
tted also by Mr. Cansinv), the 
nnual expenditure for 1958, which 
mounted to £25,708, exceeded the 
income by £2,643. In addition, it was 
stated that about £5,000 would be 
required for the repair of the Bevis 
Marks Synagogue. The special appeal 
for that purpose had already brought 
in £1,000. 

Ihe Parnas Presidente concluded 
by saying that their community was 
growing —‘and growing in the right 
direction "and the fact that they 
had to raise the ceiling of the finta 
imembership contribution) was a sign 
of health. Their seat rentals and 
offerings. he stated, were still below 
charged. by other synagogal 


bodies. 
In the course of his report on the 
Board of Deputies, Mr. G. Spier, one 
of the six Sephardi representatives, 
stated that while the Sephardi 
Deputies had been given more. than 
their due of places in the Board's 
committees, the contribution of their 
congregations to the Voluntary Levy 
had been “ below the average.” 
Mr.-E. J. N. Nabarro, 
reported on the Board

(of which he is the Treasurer). said 
that the Sephardi representatives had 
not agreed that shechita fees should 
be raised further for the specific pur- 
ne of providing additional funds 
or religious education. 

Dealing with the demand of the 
Federation of Synagogues for an 
alteration in the Board's constitution 
which would allow their nominee to 
be included» among the Board's 
ecclesiastical authorities, he said that 
a compromise was in sight. He 
added, however, that the Soshardien 
would not agree to any alteration 
which would detract from the prestige 
and — of the Chief Rabbi any 
more than they would consent to the 
lowering of the dignity of the office 
of the Haham. 

It was under the heading of “ any 
other business” that the meeting, 
over which Mr. Alan A. Mocatta. 
Q.C., presided, became most lively. 

The discussion concerned, first, a 
pair of Barbados rimonim (ritual 
bells) which the Haham, on behalf 
of the London congregation, had 
presented last year to the Sephardi 
congregation in Salisbury, Southern 
Rhodesia, 


An Accusation 


Referring to this and similar gifts. 
Mr. Edgar Samuel accused consecu- 
tive Mahamadot of “dissipating 
valuable congregational assets. He 
alleged that the gift of the rimonim 
had been made without first obtain- 
ing their valuation from proper 
experts and without the consent of 
the Advisory Committee on Congrega- 
tional -Records. His father, the late 
Mr. Wilfred Samuel, had resigned 
from the committee after 23 years 
of service, he stated, because he had 
been upset by the “insult” which 
had been administered to that 
committee. 

Mr. Cansino said that he was sorry 
that the matter had been raised 
“we are a bit tired of the continuous 
bell-ringing.” He denied the allega- 
tion that the Mahamad had tried to 
gloss over or fo hush up the matter. 
While it was perfectly true, he 
explained, that the late Mr. Samuel! 
had at first resigned, it was also true 
that he had later withdrawn his 


resignation. Neither was it true that 
they had not sought advice from 
experts about the value of the 


rimonim. Their letters had, however, 
remained unanswered. 

The Mahamad did not regret having 
made the gift to the Rhodesian com- 
munity, he continued, for it was much 
more preferable that the bells should 
be used in the Salisbury Synagogue 
than be kept as museum picces in 
storage at Bevis Marks. 

The Chairman told the gathering 
that the Elders had passed at their 
last meeting a new Ascama (rule) 
which henceforth prohibited the sale, 
gift, exchange, or destruction of any 
part of the chattels of the congrega- 
tion which are more than SO years 
old without’ the prior consent of 
either two-thirds of the Elders. two-

“RABBIS NOT JEWS” 


Karaite Doctrines 
Expounded 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Karaites were so critical of 
rabbinic Judaism that, in the eyes of 
Anan Ben David, the founder of the 
sect, the rabbis were not to be con- 
sidered Jews, 

This was stated by Rabbi P. S. 
Goldberg. minister of the Manchester 
Reform Congregation of British Jews, 
when he spoke on “ Karaite Liturgy ™ 
to the Society for Jewish Study at 
33 Seymour Place, London, W., last 
week. 

One of the main points of Karaite 
criticism. he said, was the presump- 
tion of the rabbis in composing their 
own prayers as a substitute for the 
words of the Prophets. Early Karaite 
prayers consisted only of biblical 
passages juxtaposed so as to 
emphasise the ideas of asceticism and 
commemoration of the Temple. 

Other features of the Karaite 
liturgy were the reading of the Law tn 
such @ Wa s to be almost a substi- 
tute for the sacrificial service of the 
Temple and the selection of quota- 
tions designed to contravert rabbinic 
beliets.

ACTION ON SUEZ 
URGED 


Ensuring Free Passage 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The Government believe there 
should be free passage through the 
Suez Canal. This was stated by Mr. 
SELWYN LLoyp, Foreign Secretary, in 
the Commons on Wednesday, follow- 
ing questions on the letter from the 
Israeli representative at the United 
Nations alleging interference by the 
Egyptian Government with two ships 
loaded with cargo in Haifa and 
unloaded at Port Said. 

Asked by Mr. ArtTHUR HENDERSON 
(Lab., Rowley Regis and Tipton) to 
make a Staiement on the action taken 
by the Security Council following the 
receipt of the letter, Mr. Lloyd said: 
“ No action has been taken by the 
Security Council in this matter, nor 
was ut in fact requested by the Israeli 
Government.” 

Mr, Henderson: “ May we have an 
assurance that there can be no ques- 
tion of the Security Council failing 
to take action under the Charter 
and allowing this situation § to 
deteriorate ?” 

Mr. Lioyd: “We certainly do not 
wish that sort of thing to happen. 
Ihe matter is being handied now, | 
hope, satisfactorily.” 

Mr. SYDNEY SILVERMAN (Lab., Nel- 
son and Colne) said the Government 
defended their Suez action by saying 
it Was necessary in order to keep the 
Canal free for shipping under the 
Original agreement. “In view of 
the fact that it had now been handled 
for some six or seven’ years without 
— result of any kind, what is the 
policy of the Government with regard 
to freedom of passage through the 
Suez Canal?” he asked. 

Mr. Lloyd said that the Govern- 
ment view was that there should be 
free passage through the Canal, and 
as far as this matter was concerned 
he had indicated that it was being 
handled in a certain way. 


HELPING ISRAEL'S 
ECONOMY 


A strong plea for Britain to help 
Israci to get her economy on a sound 
basis was made by Mr. Eric JouNSON 
(Con., Blackley) in the Commons on 
Tuesday, when he spoke in the debate 
on the Budget and the general 
economic situation. 

“ The Israel of today has the most 
Stable Government in the Middle 
East, and the Israelis are our. best 
friends in the Middle East,” he said. 
“They have a rapidly growing popu- 
lation and are a wonderfully able 
and energetic people. 

“We ought to do all we possibly 
can—and it would pay us to do it— 
to get their economy on a really 
sound footing.” 


PALESTINIAN ARMY CLAIM

Exports Up, Prices Down

Though Israc! exported much more 
citrus fruit this season, her total 
income from this source will not be

Isracl’s total income from citrus 
exports will be again about £16 
million, though exports of oranges 
and grapetruit increased by 9.500.000 
and 1,500,000 cases respectively.

FRUIT DAMAGED

Prices of Israeli oranges, which 
have been lower this season, have 
been further depressed in the last two 
weeks by the fact that some of the 
oranges arriving in this country have 
not been of the usually high 
Standard, and a quantity had to be 
discarded as wastage. The oranges 
had been affected by the recent hail 
storms in*Israel. 

An official of the Israeli Citrus 
Marketing Board in London explained 
that even when. in previous weeks.

the prices paid for them in Europe 
were lower than last year. He attri- 
buted this to the: abnormally large 
apple and pear crop in Furope, and 
to a general lowering in demand for 
citrus fruit.

Geneva today is taking on the 
hallmarks of a modern Arab 
suburbia.

It has grown 
into a flood. They come by 
road, by air, by rail—trich 
Arabs at the tail-end of their 
oil-soaked dollars. It is esti- 
mated that more than £50 
million has already found its 
way into silent Swiss banks. 
This is later retrived by wealthy 
Arabs following the flight of 
capital. 

From the 6,000 square miles 
of sand that constitute the 
Sheikdom of Kuwait, liquid gold 
in the form of oil is gushing out 
at the rate of tens of thousands 
of tons a year and the fear of 
Nasserism stalks the Sheikdom. 
But the vast hinterland = of 
scorching sand and rock that is 
Arabia is forgotten in the plush- 
ness of Geneva’s quayside cafés

The shores of Geneva's pea- 
nut-shaped lake js dotted with 
the stately homes of Europe's 
deposed kings and princelings. 
Middle East turbulence has 
brought a second royal wave of 
Arab exiles Why are they 
here? The answer is simple. 
There is nowhere else for them 
to go. In the Middle East, 
nationalism and nationalisation 
seeks to appropriate their 
wealth. British and French visas 
are not easy to come by since 
Suez. But most of all, it is 
money, safe money, that brings 
them here. 

But flight is not confined to 
the rich. Geneva plays host to 
refugees stripped by Nasser of 
everything and fear is ever- 
present. There are Arabs and 
Jews from Arab lands who 
refuse to give their names as 
they are afraid of reprisals 
against family or friends. 

There is an Arab League in 
Geneva. These people say it 
has a long arm.

Called the Family Health Pro- 
cramme, its distinguishing feature 
might be described as an extension of 
the “family doctor” idea. The way

Experience in Persia 

It was a devastating proof of the 
public-health maxim: “You can’t 
raise a healthy baby in an unhealthy 
family.” Where dete are poverty- 
stricken homes, swarming with flies 
and filth, it is not enough just to have 
good clinical facilities available. 

Miss Cohn, who has been active in 
the new J.D.C. programme since its 
inception, had considerable previous 
experience with the family health 
approach. She qualified as a nurse 
in Johannesburg, and received her 
training in midwifery at Liverpool 
Maternity Hospital. After working 
ten years with Dr. Kark at the Family 
and Community Health Institute of 
Durban, she went to Israel in 1955 as 
W.H.O. nursing adviser to the 
Ministry of Health. From there she 
was called in by J.D.C. to help 
organise a new programme in Persia.

GERMAN ATTITUDE 
TO JEWS 


Many Still Antisemitic

According to a _ public opinion 
poll some 30 per cent of the German 
people are openly antisemitic. This 
was stated by Mr. C. Aronsfeld, 
Senior Officer of the Wiener Library, 
when he addressed the General 
Zionist Organisation of Great 
Britain on “Recent Antisemitic 
Tendencies in Germany,” at the 
Dorice Restaurant, 169a Finchley 
Road, N.W.3, recently. 

Describin these tendencies— 
“You should have been gassed,”: for 
example, was becoming an everyday 
phrase—he said that former Nazis, 
though active, were not the only 
persons involved. Many current 
antisemites were respectable, educated 
people, whose official records had 
hitherto been clean. 

Among the forces opposing anti- 
semitism, continued Mr. Aronsfeld, 
were the churches and organised 
Christian groups, the national press 
and Secedeastion services, and the 
theatre. The dramatised version of 
“The Diary of Anne Frank” had 
made a great impact throughout 
Germany, but this was due, he 
thought, not to its Jewish content but 
wn to its value as a human 
drama.

While D.E.J.J. is widely credited 
with doing some excellent social work 
on behalf of Jewish youth, these 
aspects of its activities have resulted 
in it being treated with suspicion by 
the authorities. Hence there were no 
Moroccan officials present at the 
inauguration ceremony here in Rabat 
—a significant fact because Officials 
usually make a point of attending such 
manifestations held by other groups 
like the Alliance Israélite, the 
“ Joint,” etc. 


A leading Jewish spokesman said 
that the authorities probably would 
not take any steps to correct D.E.J.J. 
policy and practices, although they 
are at variance with the official line. 
This is that Jews and Moslems should 
be completely imegrated in the 
Moroccan community and no Israeli 
or Zionist propaganda tolerated. 

This “ hands off,” attitude is dictated 
mainly by the desire to &void friction 
with the Jewish community at large, 
and also by the fear that any restric- 
tive measures against D.E.J.J. 
may be interpreted abroad as a bra 
of antisemitism. |

U.S.A. APPEASING 
ARABS ? 


Israel's Concern 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
America’s action in stopping her 


grant-in-aid to Israel is generally 
viewed here as having political 
implications. This view is streng- 


thened by the fact that the decision 
to exclude Israel from the grant came 
simultaneously with approaches to 
Nasser offering renewal of American 
aid to Egypt. 

The effort to make the United 
States see Nasser as Israclis see him 
has been almost painful in its inten- 
sity. and the fear that appeasement 
of the Arabs is only just around the 
corner has become almost patho- 
logical. 

The State Department's reaction to 
Mrs. Meir’s statement last week that 
there was growing similarity between 
the views of Israel and the United 
States in their evaluation of Middle 
Eastern problems gives added support 
to Israeli fears. The State Depart- 
ment immediately said that Mrs. 
Meir could only speak for her 
Government, and implied thereby that 
the United States did not, like Israel, 
sce Nasser as an ambitious aggressor. 


Lack of Confidence 


It is somewhat difficult to under- 
stand why Israelis continue to display 
this lack of self-confidence. The 
possibility that Israel will be pressed 
to make territorial concessions hardly 
exists today. The basis of the pre- 
sent concern appears to be that Israel 
to some extent adopts an attitude that 
whoever attempts to help the Arabs 
cannot be a friend to her. 

Because of these views the Isracli 
Government is apparently trying to 
induce America rescind her 
decision and to continue with the 
grant, or to~-make some gesture to- 
wards Israel which will compensate 
for it. An official request for a loan 
to restart work on the Jordan hydro- 
electric project has been made. 

The United States’ apparent lack of 
support for the idea of demanding 
an emergency meeting of the Security 
Council on the Suez Canal issue has 
added to Israel's fears. This “ advice ” 
is not talked about, but it is 
undoubtedly behind the present dead- 
lock in this affair, and the reason 
why Israelis prophesy a new wave of 


appeasement of Nasser.

JERUSALEM 


The Chief Magistrate of Jerusalem 
has agreed to allow Mr. J. Kimche, 
editor of the “Jewish Observer and 
Middle East Review,” to leave 
Isracl unconditionally. Last month 
the Magistrate issued an injunction 
forbidding Mr. Kimche to leave 
Israel without first depositing about 
£36 in court, pending the settlement 
of a claim against him by Mr. Gideon 
Weigert, an Israeli journalist. 

The lifting of the ban follows an 


undertaking by the Israeli office of 


the British Zionist Federation to act 
as an agent for “ receiving the claim ” 
when the hearing begins in court on 
Mr. Weigert alleges that 
Mr. Kimche owes him £26 for cables 
and articles which he sent to the 
Jewish Observer last year. 

Mr. Weigert said that he had pre- 
viously Written to both the President 
and Secretary of the British Zionist 
Federation. but had not even 
acknowledgment from 
them.

Margulies Youth Centre for Beersheba 


By a Jewtsu CHRONICLE Reporter 


At the time of his death, in 1955, 
Mr. Benzion Margulies, for many 
years Treasurer of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations, was 
working on plans for a youth centre 
to be established in Beersheba for the 
use of its rapidly growing immigrant 
population. 


This. month the plan will be 
realised On April 19, the Youth 
Centre, the first to be set up by the 
FJ.R.O., is to be officially opened. 
It will beat the name of Benzion Mar- 
gulies, following the wishes of the 
Federation and of the Margulies 
family, members of which will be 
present at the opening ceremony. 
Also present will be representatives 
of the Ministry of Education and the 
Beersheba municipality, and, it 1s 
hoped, the British Ambassador in 
Israel. 

Before flying to Beersheba to attend 
the ceremony, Dr. J. M. Machover, 
Chairman of the F.J.R.O., gave me 
some details of the project, which will 
serve both as an educational and voca- 
tional training institution for young 
people who are in many cases not 
equipped to earn their own living, and 
as a community centre for the adult 
population of Beersheba. 

Dr. Machover told me that, during 
his visit to Israel two years ago, he 
and Lady Reading discussed the pro- 
ject with the Ministry of Education, 
who had stressed the importance of 
establishing youth centres in Israel 
for the purpose of combating the 
spread of juvenile delinquency. 

While the Youth Centre building 
had been paid for jointly by the 


Federation and the Margulies family, 
the Ministry would pay the salaries 
of the staff. and provide equipment 
and meet the cost of running the 
centre. (It was also the intention of 
Mrs. Margulies to set up a small trust 
to assist the centre.) Certain ameni- 
ties, such as a concert piano, sports 
and cinematographic equipment. 
radiograms and 3,000 classical 
records, had also been dispatched to 
the Centre by the F.J.R.O. 

Built on a site donated by the Beer- 
sheba municipality, the building will 
be capable of accommodating 400 
young people. It has a playground 
and a sports field, and contains a 
large hall, three rooms for group 
activities, a Jibrary, a well-equipped 
kitchen, and a large balcony which 
will be used as an outdoor stage. 

Appointed as Director of the Youth 
Centre is Mr. Elliot Markus, a 
graduate of Toronto University, who 


is one of the few people in Israel who 


have been specially trained in the art 
of group leadership. 

While the Centre will be used 
mainly for children aged between 12 
and 17, it is also hoped that it will 
develop into a “community house” 
for the whole neighbourhood, which 
lacks social] amenities. No such 
centre exists in Israel at present, 
apart from the Arab Centre, run by 
the American Quakers in Acre. 

The religious 
kashrut of the Centre will be under 
the direction of an administrative 
committee, of which the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Brodie, is a member. The rest 
of the committee is made up of repre- 
sentatives of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, the Beersheba municipality, the 
F.J.R.O., and the Margulies family.

EN years ago the southern- 

most point of Israel was a 

barren stretch of sand, as 
was all the southern half of the 
Negev. Only a mud-brick police 
station marked the spot which the 
Arabs called Umm Rashbash. It 
is doubtful whether anyone at that 
time believed in the reality of culti- 
vating the area, either agriculturally 
or industrially. But it was clearly 
of strategic value, and when politi- 
cal events developed into what

For two years afterwards Elath 
remained merely a military post. 
When I first visited it in January, 


1950, travelling in an Army com- 


mand car along a track, because 
there was no road and no other 
kind of vehicle could make -the 
journey. There were no buildings 
of any description. The soldiers, 
concerned with security; the 
sailors, more interested in fishing 
than anything else; and_ the 
engineers, making their first tenta- 
tive surveys, were all living in tents, 
and conditions were extremely 
primitive. The first house was built 
during that year, but it was not 
until 1952 that settlers came down 
to live in Elath, and even until 
October, 1957, when the Sinai cam- 
paign was fought, there were only 
850 inhabitants. 


Egyptian Guns 

The reason was very simple. 
There was no water, and at that 
time no work except building, and 
though the scenery was magnificent 
and the colours glorious these 
were not enough to attract people 
to stay, although they were always 
magnets for visitors. There seemed 
even at that time little chance of 
Elath developing into a port so long 
as Egyptian guns at the south of 
the Sinai peninsula commanded the 
approach to Elath and attacked any 
ships trying to pass through the 
Gulf to this port. 

The Sinai campaign having 
resulted in the removal of those 
guns, the situation was, of course, 
completely changed. In the mean- 
time, water had been found near 
by, prospecting in the region had 
revealed the presence of copper,

than are paid jn the central and 
northern parts of Israel, their 
houses, built by the Government, 
are given them on easy terms, and 
they are exempt from paying 
income tax. They all find work, 
for there are now a number of 
industries—and Elath is a port, if 
a small one. Most important: of 
all, of course, js the oil pipeline, 
which leads all the way to the Haifa 
refineries. 

About five ships, apart from two 
tankers, call regularly every month 
at Elath. Two of the ships are 
Israeli, two German, and. one 
Dutch, and they ply from Elath to 
about ten ports of East and South 


Africa. 
The inhabitants of Elath work in 
the Timna copper mines—the 


revitalised King Solomon’s Mines, 
the granite works, and a number 
of other small factories, one of 
which makes jewellery and orna- 
ments from the green stone found 
in the copper mines. A great deal 
of fishing is carried on here. As 
this industry develops it is hoped 
that it will satisfy a large part of 
domestic consumption. 


Tourist Centre 


Much work has also been done 
to make Elath a tourist centre, 
especially since the road from 
Beersheba was completed. 

But no catalogue of sober facts 
and figures of what has been done 
in Elath, and not even an account 
of the plans for the future, many 
of which sound very grandiose, can 
convey an accurate jmpression of 
what Elath means to Israel and the 
Israelis. Only an understanding of 
this can explain what is really 
happening in this place. It has 
everything: houses, schools, shops, 
parks, a cultural centre, an amphi- 
theatre, hotels, one of which is a 
truly remarkable building on the 
sands, almost in the sea. Fishing, 
bathing, and boating for pleasure 
are available to tourists, in glass- 
bottomed or other kind of boats. 
There are souvenirs galore, an 
information centre, and guides to 
show off the sights. 

If Tel Aviv is the visible symbol] 
of the achievements of fifty years 
of practical Zionism, Elath is the 
repository of all the hopes for the 
future. Though today it is still an 
isolated town with a hinterland of 
desert and a foreground of three 
hostile countries, jt will one day 
become a great international port. 
The desert behind it will be culti- 
vated and populated, and the earth 
give up its mineral treasures. 
Industries will flourish and. through 
these developments, Israel will 
become economically self-sunport- 
ing and politically secure ! Ask any 
Israeli—he will tell you so

Army's Dilemma 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

The “regrettable mistake” which 
was made last week in the broadcast 
calling ‘up reserves. has become the 
subject of fierce internal controversy. 
The Seiting up of a committee of 
inquiry immediately afterwards has 
not satisfied the critics who found that 
such an error was both incomprehen- 
sible and unforgivable. 

One of the facets of the incident 
which added to the mystery was that 
when the broadcast was made the 
Army spokesman and other officials 
who were questioned, gave no indica- 
tion that any mistake had been made, 
but said merely that this was “an 
exercise in public mobilisation 
part of normal manceuvres to test out 
the efficacy of this method of calling 
reserves to the forces, compared with 
the “silent method which was used 
just before Sinai. By the morning. 
this explanation was dropped to give 
way to the official one-—that someone 
had erred. 

Rumours and suspicions have not, 
therefore, altogether died down, 
despite Mr. Ben-Gurion’s swift 
action, and many still believe that 
the incident was “ an accident brought 
about purposely.” Several motives 
are attributed. One is that it was a 
way of showing Nasser that Israel's 
armed forces are ever on the alert 
and can be put into action at a 
moment's notice. 

This suggestion is, however. rather 
far-fetched. It has been the constant 
effort for the past two years of all 
Israeli politicians and officials to con- 
vince the world that the trouble in the 
Middle East is not the Israeli-Arab 
conflict. but inter-Arab strife and 
it was claimed with great satisfaction 
here that some success had: been 
achieved im this direction. All that 
could well have been lost by last 
week's ill-considered action. whether 
by design or accident. 


Ren-Gurion’s Position 


Moreover. the announcement shook 
the population if not to panic-—since 
it i a population well used to 
upheavals—then to great apprehen- 
sion, and brought the armed forces 
into ridicule. 

The Army finds itself in somewhat 
of a dilemma. The peculiar circum- 
stances of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s position 
in the country. as well as the fact that 
he is Prime Minister as well as Minis- 
ter of Defence. makes it impossible 
for the logical consequences—-his 
resignation—to be acceptable. Such 
a move would be unthinkable in 
Israel, even though the mistake which 
was made is regarded by everyone 
as a major one, and he should bear 
the responsibility. Yet to find some- 
one to act as scapegoat is also not 
palatable. And this is one occasion 
when the public. as well as the 
Opposition. are not going to be 
satisfied until someone's head rolls. 
According to some reports a high 
ranking -personality [several . words 
here were cut out by the Israeli 
censor] offered to provide that head 
by being ready to resign. He will, 
in any case. not be allowed to go. 

One of the most serious aspects of 
the matter appears to be that whoever 
was responsible was guilty of a grave 
error of judgment in miscalculating 
completely the effect both on the pub- 
lic in Israel and on the world outside. 
It will undoubtedly take time for the 
Israeli public to regain its confidence 
in the infallibility of the Army—-a 
confidence which was one of the pil- 
lars of strength on which the armed 
forces rested. 


CIVIL SERVANTS MUST 
BE ISRAELI

JERUSALEM 


In future only Israeli citizens will 
be allowed to hold posts in the 
Israeli Civil Service. This is one of 
the provisions of a bill passed in the 
Knesset this week. 

Up till now many people who are 
nationals of other countries, and have 
“temporary resident” status here, 
have become Civil Servants. often in 
high positions. No more such appoint- 
ments will be made. “ Temporary 
residents” already working the 
Civil Service will be considered as 
having resigned if they do not become 
Israeli nationals within one year. 

The Bill also provides for the 
appointment of Civil Servants in such 
a manner as to exclude nepotism or 
the consideration of party affiliations.

QUEEN DELIGHTS 
ISRAELIS 


But Where Was the 
Crown ?

JERUSALEM 


Qucen Elisabeth of the Belgians, 
who flew back to Belgium last 
Friday in an El Al Britannia, 
has thanked all those who made her 
visit to Israel so interesting and 
pleasant. In a message. issued through 
the Belgian Ambassador in Tel Aviv. 
she wished the Isracli children, who 
had welcomed her with so much 
enthusiasm and warmth, a rich and 
peaceful future. 

Queen Elisabeth's visit was a 
delight to all Israclis. It contained 
only one disappointment: where was 
her crown ? 

At first, it was only children who 
wanted to know, and kindergarten 
teachers, waiting in the streets with 
their charges, were constantly called 
upon to explain that crowns do not 
grow on the heads of royalty! But 
not only children apparently found 
this a riddle. “ The Jerusalem Post” 


published in one report. that “in 
reply to discreet questions from 
V.LP.s.” someone in the Queen's 


entourage had explained that royalty 
in Belgium “don't wear crowns.”

Mission’s Slow Progress 


in Egypt

Although Colonel Nasser returned 
to Cairo nearly two weeks ago, pro- 
gress in Anglo-Egyptian negotiations 
about the functions of the British 
mission to implement the Anglo- 
Egyptian settlement has been slow. 

There is cautious optimism in 
Whitehall quarters, and professions 
are made that an early and satisfac- 
tory end of the negotiations is near. 

However, it is admitted that Mr, 
Colin Crowe, the head of the British 
Mission, has been able to carry out 
only certain, unspecified duties, and 
that some progress in negotiations is 
being made. This has been said so 
often that it does not warrant the 
optimism professed in Whitehall 
quarters. It is clear that the slow- 
ness Of progress and the repeated, 
obviously inspired, hints in the press 
that negotiations are about to end 
are all becoming embarrassing.

This was what 
we were looking for. 


“We turned a corner where the 
Streets were suddenly broader and 
cleaner and less noisy, and there, lean- 
ing over a balcony, was an old, old 


Jewish gentleman ; above him was a 
sign saying “Synagogue Strect.” We 
turned into it—the most extraordinary, 
contrast I have ever witnessed. 
- It was straight, not very broad, and 
very, very clean. All the houses were 
shuttered (it was Saturday) and newly 
painted ; across the street were strung 
ropes with silver paper tassels on 
them and at the end of the street was 
the synagogue. There were three or 
four very etiolated Jews standing 
about talking and two very handsome 
young ladies looking out of a balcony 
window.” 


Ancient Synagogue 


“ A little man in a ‘ Kappel’ came 
and offered to show us over the syna- 
gogue. It was built in 1568, but I 
gather this community, which, in fact, 
is very famous, is much older. They 
were all Spanish originally. so pre- 
sumably they are Sephardic. The 
Synagogue is small, with mostly 
sixteenth-century furnishings, includ- 
ing some lovely brass work and some 
of the original parchment and vellum 
scrolls. It is floored with beautiful 
Chinese tiles which are. he told us. 
eighteenth century and were brought 
by some Jews from Canton. 

“I was told that there are only 
about 80 Jews left in the community 
now, and nearly all have the same 
name—Koder—but we saw an advo- 
cate called Cohen, and a Dr. Simon. 
They are getting fewer because they 
have only one marriage every ten 
years or so. 

“But the most astonishing thing to 
me was to walk along this quiet street. 
which, incidentally, is sanded with 
brilliantly clean white sand, and to see 
profiles and faces and attitudes 
exactly like those in the Rome ghetto 
—or im London. They have no rabbis 
or any officials, the senior members of 
the community running everything 
themselves . =.”

Mr. David Benn, of the New 
Imperial Hotel, Hove, is well quali- 
fied to speak of the attractions of 
“Dr. Brighton.”

The 
sea front extends for seven continuous 
miles and includes Rottingdean and 
Saltdean to the East, and Portslade 
to the West. The superb promenades, 
gardens, lawns, and cliffs, and the

beauty of the Regency architecture 
give the town its particular = indi- 
viduality. Its accessibility to Lon- 


don, one hour’s journey by comfort- 
able electric trains, makes it an ideal 
home for the London business man.” 


Attraction For Tourists 


“It has been rightly said,” Mr. 
Benn went on, “that the fabulous 
Roval Pavilion is one of the tourist 
sights of Europe, and, thanks to the 


generosity of the Queen, much of 
its original furnishings have been 
returned on permanent loan from 


Buckingham Palace. There is no end 
to the town’s attractions, which 
include car rallies, athletics, a Second 
Division football team, regattas, 
swimming and water-polo contests, 
bowls. cricket and tennis tournaments, 
and band festivals. The two piers 
afford an infinite variety of attrac- 
tions. including speedboats and 
steamer trips to coastal ports and 
across the Channel to France. Every- 
one knows ef Brighton’s famous 
horse-race meetings, its large number 
of theatres and cinemas, its ice-rink, 
and band and orchestral concerts, in 
which the finest music is played by 
first-class instrumentalists.” 

Mr. Benn had something to say 
about. Jewish hotels _in__ general. 
“There is surely no finer training 
ground for a budding hotelier than 
at a Jewish hotel: for there one must 
be on one’s toes all the time, minister- 
ing to the most discriminating, exact- 
ing. and demanding hotel clientele in 
the world.” He believes that Jews, 
like the mass of the English public, 
are not prepared to pay for what they 
get on the same scale as they do on 
the Continent. 

From my own observations | can 
state that Brighton has what is 
undoubtedly the finest open-air sports 


and athletics arena outside London. 
Set in a natural amphitheatre with 
beautiful woodland surroundings, and 
only a few yards off the London 
Road, at Tongdean Lane bus stop, it 
occupies over 14 acres. 

On the specifically communal aspect 
of Brighton, where there are approxi- 
mately 4,500 Jews, it can be said that 
Jews have played a valuable and sig- 
nificant part in the rise and develop- 
ment of the town ever since the time 
of the Prince Regent's sojourn early 
in the nineteenth century. But there 
were Jews resident there in the second 
half of the eighteenth century. The 
Jewish connection with the town Is 
marked by the number of: thorough- 
fares bearing names of Jews who had 
given great civic service, like 
Palmeira, Montefiore, d’Avigdor, and 
Goldsmid. 

Brighton caters for Jews of every 
degree cf Orthodoxy, there being four 
hotels under the Brighton and Hove 
Kashrus Committee, and a number of 
other places which, while observing 
a certain standard of kashrut, are not 
under official supervision. The main 
Orthodox synagogue, which has had 
a long and distinguished history, ts 
in Middle Street. It has a branch 
synagogue at 29 New Church Road, 
Hove, where building is now going on 
to ensure the opening by next Rosh 
Hashana of a new synagogue to seat 
490. The present building is to be 
used as a communal centre and class- 
rooms. Another well-attended Ortho- 
dox synagogue is in Holland Road, 
Hove. 


Flourishing Youth Group 


Services according to the practice 
of the Reform Synagogues of Great 
Britain are held at the Palmeira Hall, 
65 Holland Road, while the Brighton 
and Hove Liberal Jewish Synagogue 
is at 6 Lansdowne Road, Hove. There 
is a flourishing Jewish youth move- 
ment in Brighton. at Maccabi House, 
Rochester Gardens. Hove. Very well 
established. too. ts the Carmel Lawn 
Tennis Club, St. Helier’s Avenue.

ANXIETY IN 
MOROCCO 


FROM Morocco this week come 
disturbing reports of difficulties 
for Jews in that country. The con- 
tinued detention in Tetuan of a 
group arrested on charges of pre- 


paring to leave the country 
“illegally “, renewed propaganda 
for Jewish integration, and the 


trivial but irritating ban on the 


sale of Israeli postage stamps, 
arouse misgivings among Jews 
everywhere. The most recent 


reports of prison interrogations and 
even of torture increase 
anxiety. 

When Morocco became indepen- 


serve to 


dent her king and Government 
assured Moroccan Jewry of full 


equality before the law, opportuni- 
tics for full participation in Moroc- 
can life and the right to travel. 
Since then the Moroccan authori- 
tics have attempted to prevent 
emigration to Israel, at first 
covertly, now openly. Etlorts are 
also being made to absorb Jewish 
institutions into the general life 
of the country on the ground that 


separate communal organisations 
stand in the way of Jewish 
integration, 


So long as Moroccan Jews feel 
secure the desire to emigrate will 
continue to be confined largely to 
the poorer classes. Restrictions on 
emigration however—in direct con- 
travention of the U.N. Declara- 
tion of Human Rights—must 
lead to a feeling of. claustrophobia 
and insecurity and only 
increase the desire to leave. The 
unfortunates now under arrest for 
allegedly possessing forged travel 
documents illustrate this situation. 
It is rot known whether the 
charges alleged against them are 
justified. but in any event it ts 
patently clear that had they been 
allowed to. obtain genuine travel 
documents in the first place there 
could be no possible attempt to 
infringe any regulations. 

One can understand if not con- 
done the natural feelings of Arab 
solidarity with the Arab = States 
which produced the ban on emigra- 
tion to Israel. But the strife. 
bloodshed, and wasted resources 
caused by Arab League-style 
nationalism, as well as the more 
recent internecine. feuds and the 
alienation of Tunisia and Libwa, 
should convince Morocco that this 
negative nationalism leads into a 
blind alley. 

‘Morocco is a poor country only 
now emerging from medieval 
theocracy. In advanced Western 


countries lke Britain the 
United States a rich autonomous 
communal life led by Jews has 


enabled them to maké great con- 


tributions to national life and 
enhance national solidarity. How 
much more so should Morocco 


welcome Jewish communal enter- 
prise supported by world Jewry’s 
resources ' Integration of Jews 
into Moroccan life its a long, com- 
plicated process which can take 
many forms and where any attempt 
to force the pace and impose arti- 
ficial uniformity can only do harm. 

It is to be hoped that Morocco 
will overcome the present political 
difficulties which are partly respon- 
sible for her present attitude. Both 
Morocco and Jewry stand to bene- 
fit from the continuance of the 
good relations between them which 
marked the early vears of Moroc- 
can Statehood. 


THE ROLE OF 
ZIONISM 


THE annual Conference this 
week-end of the Zionist Federation 
has before it the well established 
ritual of speeches and resolutions. 
The fact that it moves in the wake 
of the J.P.A. emphasises that the 
most important activation § of 
interest in Israel has already taken 
place; the fact that pro-Israel 
sentiment is so universal makes it 
difficult to establish the criteria by 
which a Jew can proclaim himself 
& Zionist. The questions as to who 


is a Zionist and what are the 
purposes of Zionism still remain 
unanswered. 


Nevertheless, the need for a 
bridge between Israel and the 
Diaspora is real, and the Zionist 
Organisation should perform that 
function. Thus far the traffic 
carried by the bridge has largely 
been material support in one direc- 
tion and publicity in the other. 
This was natural while Israel was 
barely through her birth pangs, but 
it hardly forms the basis of the 
enduring partnership which it is 
essential to foster. A partnership 
can exist only if each side is 
interested in the problems of the 
other and willing to recognise a 
two-way traffic in ideas. Israel has 
problems so urgent that she has 
understandably concentrated upon 
them and has had little opportunity 
to demonstrate her concern for 
Jewish life in the Diaspora. The 
Zionist Organisation can help to 
reverse that trend, a process which 
is essential if there is to radiate 
from Israel the spiritual influence 
which was the prime concern of 
Achad Ha‘am and his followers. 
For Israel. deeper contacts with the 
Diaspora can improve her social, 
cultural, and political climate, no 
less than the economic. Because 
their immediate neighbours are all 
sworn enemies, the Israclis lack 
normal external relations and suffer 
from the sense of being confined 
to a small area. The Zionist 
Organisation should be, for Isracl. 
a window to the world. 


This kind of approach would 
need a considerable amount of re- 
thinking on the part of the various 
Zionist groups, and, jn particular, 
they would need to rid themselves 
of their sterile identification with 
Israeli political parties. But it 
would help to stimulate Jewish life 
in all countries and give bodies 
like the Zionist Federation the 
opportunity of re-establishing their 
sense of purpose. Its conference. 
therefore. should be not merely 
a reunion of kindred spirits but 
rather an occasion for the formu- 
lation of new Zionist ideas. 


MEMORIAL DAY 


AT long last the Knesset has this 
week taken an historic decision in 
passing a Statute which declares 
Nisan 27—this vear it falls on 
May S5—as a Day of Memorial 
for the millions of Jews murdered 
by the Nazis. As early as 1951 it 
was suggested that Israel should 
give a lead in this matter, and it 
has taken eight years to be imple- 
mented. Strange as jt may appear, 
the law was not passed without 
opposition. Rabbi Nurock, who 
was the originator of the proposal 
for a memorial day in 1951, com- 
plained that the law fails to define 
a method by which Jews should 
observe the day of mourning. The 
two minutes silence provided in the 
Bill did not seem to him to be 
adequate. Moreover, it is still not 
clear whether the religious authori- 
tics in Israel and outside are ready 
to abide by this secular decision. 
Some time ago, the Israeli Chief 
Rabbinate proclaimed the Fast of 
Tebet marking the siege of Jeru- 
salem by Nebuchadnezzar as

including the Chief Rabbi, as well 
as in. several other countries, 
although they have made no public 
announcement to this effect, seem 
to have been inclined to follow the 
lead from the Chief Rabbinate of 
Israel. But now that the Knesset 
has fixed a Memorial Day, it is to 
be hoped that a commemoration 
so sacred to Jews everywhere will 
no longer be marred by contro- 
versy. 


TEL AVIV’S JUBILEE 


MIDDLE EASTERN tensions, 
renewal and banning of immigra- 
tion, _and_ internecine political 


quarrels should not be permitted 
to obscure one of the more heart- 
ening events in -Zionist history: 
Tel Aviv’s Jubilee. Tel Aviv was 
not only the first Jewish town of 
the modern era; until the State of 
Israel was founded it was the only 
town with a Jewish majority. It 
has always been the main centre of 
Jewish population, theatre, music, 
art, intellectual activity, commerce 
and industry, the hub of her politi- 
cal life, and the main source of 
military manpower. Unlike most 
other Israeli centres, Tel Aviv has 
been closer to the Western concept 


of a pluralistic autonomous urban 
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existence. It was founded by volun- 
tary co-operation of private, but 
public-minded, citizens, and from 
then until the present day has 
received very little in the way of 
financial help from either Zionist 
funds or Government subsidies. It 
was granted wide municipal auto- 
nomy by the British Mandatory 
Government, and used these powers 
to develop its own institutions and 
social services, which have con- 
tinued to function to this day. 
giving the citizen a wide range of 
benefits which elsewhere have to 
be sought from Agencies of the 
Central Government. Its citizens 
have tended to rely less on Govern- 
ment or institutional employment 
and more on their own efforts than 
in other towns, and it has suc- 
ceeded in absorbing the greatest 
number of new immigrants during 
the past decade. May it continue 
to progress in numbers, wealth. 
and achievement towards its cen- 
tenary. 


A MORAL ISSUE 


CORRESPONDENTS take the Jewish 
ministry to task because jt was not 
represented in the Aldermaston 
march. Among Jews least of all 
can the conscience of the public 
be dumped in the lap of the clergy. 
but the lack of concern of lay or 
rabbinical leaders with the awful 
issues involved in the preparation 
of nuclear warfare gives no cause 
for satisfaction. The subject is 
controversial, and it would be too 
much to expect a single opinion 
to be heard or, indeed, for any- 
thing other than an expression of 
individual conscience rather than 
a collective official opinion. But 
Judaism surely has some teaching 
to offer. and it is a thousand pities 
that, if anv of its teachers have 
discussed the question, they have 
not done so in such a manner as 
to bring it forcefully to the public 
notice. And it is a sad reflection 
on the community that none of 
them felt so passionately about 
the subject as to have taken a 
strong view one way or another on 


one of the great moral issues of 
our time. Perhaps a small 
minority ws nature intro- 


spective. so as to be concerned 
only with its own peculiar prob- 
lems. Perhaps we have not yet 
struck the right balance between 
the claims of ritual and ethical 
problems. Whatever be the reason. 
silence on the challenging issues 
of the day is no sign of religious 
health. 


MOBILISATION ERROR 


THe outcry abroad against the 
Isracli Government over its broad- 
casting of mobilisation orders can- 
not be allowed to pass without 
comment. When the Arab radio 
stations declare daily that they are 
at war with Israel, that seizure of 
cargoes, marauder-raids, and shell- 
ing are intended to be the prelude 
to full-scale war, there are no 
reactions. But when Israel broad- 
casts mobilisation orders for three 
reserve units there is a flutter in 


the dovecotes; the U.A.R. and 
Jordan mobilise, Damascus radio 
declares that Israel has ordered 


general mobilisation, and Western 
statesmen look worried. The 
phenomenon has two aspects. On 
the one hand it comes as a reminder 
that there appears to be one law 
for the Arabs and another for 
Israel, that a broadcasting error in 
Israel counts as a heavier sin than 
day by day incitement and threats 
by the Arabs. On the other hand, 
it shows that Israel, her intentions, 
and her armed forces are taken so 
much more seriously, and this is a 
source of reassurance, but it also 
places a heavier responsibility on 
the shoulders of Israel's Govern- 
ment.

2 EUBEN SACHS” was pub- 
lished in 1888; I read it a few 
weeks ago. Its authoress. 

Amy Levy, was in her late twenties,

however, in THE Jewisu CHronicir. 
which never reviewed the book, 
and referred to it, only the follow- 
ing year, with deprecation, in her 
obituary. For, before the clamour 
had time to die away, the authoress 
committed suicide. 

Reading her novel gives one a 
slightly clammy feeling of déjd vu 

or, possibly, fausse reconnais- 
sance. Either phrase would be 
kind enough to an authoress who 
liberally -strewed her text with 
Gallicisms, in the revealing manne: 
of the intellectual parvenu. 

The values of her characters. 
their social attitudes, their way of 
living, are uncannily like those of 
todays materialists. There are 
differences, of course. These Jews 
were not the progeny of the great 
East European immigration of the 
late nineteenth century. Thev lived 
in Bayswater and Portland Place 
not in the north-west passage. and 
they had established a shaky foot- 
hold on the fringe of the aristo- 
cracy. Otherwise, the resemblance 
is amazing.

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the nose by his wife, whose intel- 
ligence and vitality far exceeded 
his own.

No Humour 


But tf the feeling is intense, the 
novel is sull a very bad one, con- 
trived and sentimental to a degree, 
unrelieved by the smallest glimmer- 
ing of humour. Reuben Sachs, 
the protagonist, is a brash, young 
Jewish barrister, with adoring 
mother and sister, who is making 
his way both at the bar and in 
Conservative politics. 
smooth, fluent, and devious, and 
though he wears.“ good clothes ” 
they cannot “ disguise the fact that 
hts figure was bad, and his move- 
ments. awkward; unmistakably the 
ficure and movements of a Jew.” 
This is the first instance of Miss 
Levy's extreme self-consciousness 
and self-hatred, which are reflected 
in many other passages, such as 
the following: 

“Some quite commonplace 
English girls and men who were 
here tonight looked positively 
beautiful as they moved about 
among the ill-made sons and 
daughters of Shem.” 


Anglo-Jewish tradition has bred in 
me, and learn a new idiom that 
mocks the familiar “native wood- 
notes wild of my Yiddish-English. 

There is no denying it. We are 
stick-in-the-mud. Living in our 
communal backwater what do we 
know of that golden land where 
men are more than life-size, houses 
are skyscrapers, and money multi- 
plies dollar-wise ? Even though 
the wicked prosper still. never has 
the little man of virtue risen so 
high. 

Where else but in America wil! 
you find that familiar inoilensive

The shammas or beadle—as our 
retrogressive Victorian elders 
thought fit to disguise him-——has 
never had it so good. He is much 
sought after in the communal 
market and fetches a high price 
for his labours. 

Nor has our hard-worked sexton 
in daily commerce with the dead 
een forgotten. He, too, has waxed 
great: he has grown into a 
“Ritual Director” commanding 
no doubt a princely salary as befits 
his new-won status, 

But it is the rabbi and the 
cantor who bulk large in the 


Judith Quixano, the heroine, is, 
however, an exception; a volup- 
tuous girl with solid arms, “an 
exquisite dark head™ and “ won- 
derful, lustrous, mournful eyes.”

VMielodrama 


Ambition wins, in circumstances 
of absurd melodrama. The 
Leunigers are giving a dance. 
Reuben arrives late, drawn against 
his will. When Judith shows him 
that her card is full, he masterfully 
tears it to pieces and leads her “to 
the furthermost corner of the 
crimson recess.” There, he begins 
to take the spray of chrysanthe- 
mums trom her bodice—-("“1I am 
going to commit a theft,” he said, 
and his low voice shook a little) 
but even while he is doing so, the 
cry of a newsvendor is heard in 
the street: “ Death of a Conserva- 
tive M.P.! Death of the member 
for St. Baldwin's!” (It is the con- 
stituency which has been .promised 
to Reuben.) “Cold, white, trem- 
bling, she too heard the words, 
and knew that they were her sen- 
tence.”

He 
presides over the columns of 
“ quick-action Ads,” seeking com- 
munal custom in bold type that 
reads: “Contact Famous Manager 
Regarding Cantor For Your 

But it appears that not a few 
rabbis and cantors prefer to do 
their own “ managing.” They offer 
themselves under * Positions 
Wanted ” and, with an eve on the 
prospective synagogal bidder, are 
ever ready to lift the veil of 
modesty and flaunt like birds of 
paradise the fine feathers of their 
many accomplishments. 

In these impressive catalogues 
of rabbinic and cantorial attain- 
ment the future social historian 
find much of the material he will 
need to compose his “ Guide to the 
Congregational Habits and Senti- 
ments of the American Jew in the 
Century of the Common Man.”

Cambridge. 


“Oh, | have nothing to say 
against us at all. . . except that 
we are materialists to our fingers’ 
ends, that we have outlived, from 
the nature of things, such ideals 
as we ever had.” 

“There is one good thing,” 
cried Leo, “ and that is the inevit- 
ability—at least as regards us 
English Jews--of our disintegra- 
tion: of our absorption by the 
people of the country. ... The 
community will grow more and 
more to consist of mediocrities. 
and worse. as the general world 
claims our choicer specimens for 
its own. ... We may continue to 
exist as a Separate clan, rein- 
forced from below by German 
and Polish Jews for some time 
to come: but absorption com- 
plete. inevitable—that is only a 
matter of time.” 

But Leo, it is hinted, will in time 
make his peace with Jewish learn- 
ing and tradition: what hurts him 
is the fact that the tradition has 
been betrayed. Bertie Lee-Harri- 
son feels it, too; he is shocked by 
the flippant attitude to prayers at 
the Samuel Sachses—Reuben’s 
grandfather —after Yom Kippur. 


Hysterical Giggles 


“Alec had put his hat on 
rakishly askew. and was winking 
across to him, reassurinaly 
Rose giggled hysterically 
behind her pocket-handkerchief. 
... Leo and Esther took on airs 
of aggressive boredom.” 

At Upper Berkeley Street Syna- 
gogue there had been a consider- 
able exodus, about lunchtime. 

Ihe parallels between the world 
of “Reuben Sachs” and today’s 
Situation are obvious enough, 
what is interesting is that those 
worlds should have such dif- 
ferent antecedents, and be 70 years 
apart.

They were rated in such 
rapturously eloquent terms as “a 
fine, rich, cultured, lyric tenor ~ 
or as educated baritone, 
dramatic.” 

Of the rabbis attributes no one 
is more competent to speak than 
the rabbi himself.

educator, interfaith and public 
relations expert, long experience 
counselling and guidance.

That this reverend gentleman is 
ready to accept a “call” from 
either of these schismatic pulpits 
testifies to an ample tolerance and 
an ampler ambition. 


Fire-Eater 


But his talents are nothing 
compared with the rabbi “of 
excellent background” who, with 
more fire in his belly than he can 
consume. “seeks change to chal- 
lenging traditional pulpit in New 
York.” And should anyone doubt 
his flery zeal he hastens to assert: 
“If vour congregation is in need 
of aggressive, dynamic, and mag- 
netic leadership, write immediately 
to P.O. Box No. ....” One can 
only hope that some New York 
parnass responded to his urgent 
appeal. 

But not all rabbis have the gift 
of word to match capacious 
talent. One rabbi—Conservative— 
wishing a change of pulpit, can 
only bring himself to say in 
fumbling, hesitant English : “ Quali- 
fications in entire field and reputa- 
tion well known, as will be found

Leon Feitelson 


OUTHEND’S “Grand Old 
§ win. Mr. Leon Feitelson— 
he was 80 last August—has 
been the one person capable of 
welding together in harmony and | 
concord widely conflicting personal 
and institutional interests in the 
community. And it has all been 
done with a quiet tact and an 
astute sense of placating diplo- 
macy that have endeared him to 
all, 
Leon Feitelson came to England 
from Kursk. Russia, 60 years ago, 


impoverished but full of ambition 
and of love for his adopted 
country. Overcoming many harsh 
vicissitudes, he ultimately estab- 
lished himself as the head of a 
chain of jewellery shops, many of 
which still flourish under his own 
name. 

He was instrumental, at the 
instigation of the late Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, in helping to build 
the Manor Park Synagogue soon 
after the First World War. He 
moved to Southend in 1933, where 
he soon became Treasurer of the 
congregation and later its Presi- 
dent, in which office he has con- 
tinued ever since. He steered the

PALESTINE 
MANDATE

The Seat of Pilate: An Account of 


the Palestine Mandate. By Jorn 
MARLOWE. Cressei Press. Ws. 
Mr. Marlowe—already known to 


the public as the author of a scholarly 
study of Anglo-Egyptian relations, 
and an accoumt of the Palestine 
“troubles” of 1936-39—has in his 
new book undertaken the virtually 
hopeless task of writing a brief his- 
tory of the Palestine Mandate which 
is to be entirely candid and yet so 
detached and fair-minded as to offend 
no one. This is impossible, if only 
because no one cares to be told what 
he really looks like to an outsider. 
[It is doubly impossible if one writes 
(as he does) from the standpoint of 
officialdom; for no amount of per- 
sonal detachment can get one around 
the fact that the British Government 
was an interested party, not an 
impartial umpire. Moreover, so far 
from being neutral as between Jews 
and Arabs, his sympathies are clear! 
with the latter. 


Zionist Claims 


The note of candour struck in hi; 
work is typified By the following two 
passages, which occur on pages 228-9 
and 249 respectively : 


“The Palestine’ Mandate had never. fo: 
some reason, stimulaicd the British imagina- 
ion or been regarded as a matter for pride. 
It had popularly been regarded as a nuisance 
from the very beginning and everything which 
had happened there subsequently deepened the 
original impression Neither the protection 
of Arab rights nor the promotion of Zionist 
claims had ever aroused the faintest interest 
in England, outside the restricted circle of a 
handful of Arabophiles on the one hand and 
pro-Zionists on the other.” 


“The British attempt to prove partition 
unworkable (sc. in 1947-8) by abandoning 
Palestine to chaos had been frustrated because 
the Arabs had failed to take advantage of 
that chaos and because the Jews had succeeded 
in using that chaos to implement partition 
From the British point of view this was not 
wholly unsatisfactory The British objection 
tO parution had been that they were not pre- 
pared to incur the odium of the Arabs by 
taking any responsibiliy for implementing it. 
Ihey had no particular objection to the creation 
of a Jewish State in conditions under which 
they bore no responsibility. ‘ 


Is it mere sentimentality to feel 
that these remarks seem a trifle cold- 
blooded ? Doubtless officials have to 
keep a cool head, but do they have 
to be callous? Mr. Marlowe makes 
them look rather worse than perhaps 
they were. And is it really the case 
that there never was any interest in 
the Zionist experiment outside the 
narrowest circle ? 


British Rule 


However that may be, Mr. Marlowe 
has produced a notable addition to 
the already considerable literature on 
Palestine under the British Mandate. 
Even those who may dislike his tone 
will not fail to note the virtues of 
his presentation: lucid, concise, 
scholarly, well-balanced, and as dis- 
passionate as circumstances will 
allow. Only here and there a trace 
of bewilderment creeps in: notable 
in his chapter on “The Zionist Back- 
ground,” where he perpetrates some 
rather alarming confusions over the 
terms “race” and “ nationality ” (the 
Jews are a nation in Israel, but 
nowhere else, and no Zionist has ever 
supposed the contrary); and again 
In a wildly far-fetched comparison 
of the late Vladimir Jabotinsky 
with the crazy obscurantist Hassan el 
Banna (page 133). Such blemishes, 
however, are the fruit not of pre- 
judice, but of a certain failure of 
the imagination; of which—if one 
may trust his account—even highly 
intelligent officials under the Mandate 
were rarely quite free. He notes the 
countervailing tendencies: Liberalism 
and Protestantism, but gives little 
Weight to them, notably in relation 
to the post-war attitude of the U.S.A. 
Government, which is once more 
interpreted in terms of “ pressures” 
favourable to the Jewish cause—as 
though there had not been a great 
deal more pressure on the other side! 
Mr. Marlowe is the author of an 
interesting study on the Puritan 
tradition: it seems odd that he 
should have underrated its continuing 
Significance. 


Life of a G.P. 


Love On My List, by Robert Tibber 
(Hodder and Stoughton, 12s. 6d.), has 
a jacket which describes it as a novel. 
The term hardly fits this series of fic- 
ional episodes from the life of a G.P. 
t is a “ Mrs. Dale’s Diary” of a book, 
with no beginning and no end: it is 
merely switched on and switched off. 
Nothing of importance happens to the 
narrator, apart from his wife's having 
twins, but a crowd of extraneous charac- 
ters are brought in to provide a laugh 
mm One chapter or a good cry in the 
next.

How is one to be fair to these 
chatty memoirs which Mrs. Roose- 
velt has dictated jin the intervals 
between doing a hundred useful jobs 
and meeting a thousand interesting 
people ? Here is a wonderful woman. 
with the courage to start a life of her 
own after nearly fourteen years in the 
White House. As American repre- 
sentative at the United Nations, as a 
daily columnist, as a Democratic 
politician campaigning for Mr. Adlai 
Stevenson, and, above all, as a globe- 
trotting do-gooder, Mrs. Roosevelt has 
made herself one of the most famous 
women of our epoch. 

Yet these memoirs, most of them 
devoted to her overseas journeys, are 
embarrassingly superficial. Wherever 
she goes, Mrs. Roosevelt is so busy 
writing her column, making speeches. 
and interviewing important people 
that she hardly ever seems to 
remember anything of significance. Far 
the best chapters in this book, indeed, 
describe in precise horrifying 
detail an election tour she undertook 
lor Mr. Stevenson. Here, precisely 
because speed and superficiality are of 
its essence, the American scene comes 
fo Ife. 


Middle East Visit 


But what impression did her 14 
days. exactly divided between Israel 
and Israel's neighbours, make on this 
incessantly active mind? To judge 
from this book, none at all. Of 
course, her heart was in the right 
place. She liked Israel, because it 
is a Western democracy, and she 
admirably refused to be browbeaten 
or ashamed when Arab politicians in 
Syria accused her of being pro-Israel. 
Her strength, indeed, is in the very 
innocence and naiveté of her liberal 
convictions. No one can object to 
her impeccable sentiments. But they 
become a little cloying as Mrs. 
Roosevelt moves around the globe. 
carrying with her the atmosphere of 
the American woman's club. 

For those -interested in Jewish 
affairs, one passage of an interview 
with Khruschev is worth recording: 


CROSSMAN 


That may be,’ I replied, * but it is very 
dificult for any Jew to leave the Soviet 
Union to settle in or even visit Isracl.’ 

“*] know,” he replicd quickly, * but the 
time will come when everyone who wants to 
go will be able to go.’

Usually he is the 
Oxford scholar, but every now and 
then the Arab propagandist (and erst- 
while anti-Zionist orator at

For instance, he lists “skilful and 
ubiquitous Zionist [sic.] propaganda © 
in England as an important cause of 
anti-Nasser feelings there, which will 
amaze anyone who has been 
acquainted with Zionist and Israel 
propaganda on Middle Eastern ques- 
tions. He speaks of the “almost 
universal disapproval with which they 
(the U.S.A. landings in Beirut) were 
greeted, even among the friends of 
the U.S.A. in the Middle East.” Yet 
he should know that Turkey, Persia. 
Pakistan, Abyssinia, the rulers of 
Jordan, and the vast majority of 
Isracli opinion, among others, expli- 
city welcomed the landings, while 
Libya and Sudan refrained from 
condemning them. 


Nasser’s Ambitions 


Again, he justifies Nasser’s arms 
deals with the Communist bloc on 
the most specious of grounds. Egypt 
required arms, he claims, to ~ carry 
out her new responsibilities ” caused 
by Britain’s withdrawal from. the 
Canal Zone in 1954, without giving 


an inkling of what these “new 
responsibilities ” were and why arms 
were needed to meet them.

Elie Kedourie has produced a 
masterly paper on the po itical evolu- 
tion of Khalil Sakakini, a Christian- 
Arab semi-intellectual who played an 
active part in the process which 
turned Greek-Orthodox Arabs into 
fervent Arab Nationalists, as anu- 


at every new idea which crossed his 
field of vision without really grasping 
any of them, swinging from one 
extreme to the other in his search 
for a vehicle to express his own 
malaise, diverting private  dissatis- 
factions on to. national symbols. 
“ The frenzy. the assurance. the dog- 
matism did not spring fully-armed 
from the brow of some fateful deity, 
nor were they the outcome of mere 
intellectual conviction. Obscure 
conflicts and dim torments fashioned 
them ; these deserve our atten- 
tion.” M. Kedourie concludes. 

Contrary to the picture popularised 
in some quarters of Arab nationalism 
as an idea which was bound to 
evolve, and whose violence is the 
result of its thwarting by the West. 
he shows violence as forerunner of 
the ideas themselves. 


From Holland 


Symboliek Der Joodse Religie, by }. 
Soctendorp (W. de Haan N.V., Amster- 
dam), is written by the Rabbi of the 
Liberal Jewish community in Amsterdam 
and. paradoxically, deals with the Jewish 
observances, which, in many cases, 
Liberal Judaism has tended to place in 
a secondary position. But, whatever the 
source, the book is excellently produced 
and illustrated. In word and picture it 
describes the main practices of Judaism: 
how, for example, the tefillin should be 
put on, Habdala recited, and the Seder 
celebrated. It would be a real service 
to the whole community if the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue here would produce 
an English edition.

One Responsum concerns 
following: Among a 
people fleeing from Hungary were 
a woman and her husband.

A 
little later, when they noticed that 
they had crossed the border, the 
husband turned in anger to her, pro- 
testing against her vow. The author 
then deals with the problem of 
whether the husband's disallowance 
is' effective to annul the vow. 
Rabbi Weiss has a practical mind. 
When considering the problems, while 
he discusses his sources, his main aim 
is to reach conclusions. However, 
there are also a number of sections 
in which the author analyses the 
sources in scholarly fashion. This 
is shown, for example, in the first 
seven sections which. contain his 
correspondence with the late Ragat- 


shover Gaon on the subject of 
“intention.” 
Of outstanding merit are several 


sections where Rabbi Weiss discusses 
‘the problem of the redemption of 
the fifst-born. His correspondence 
on this was carried on with his late 
father. himself an eminent. rabbi. 
Ihe hook 1s a considerable contribu- 
tion to Halacha and will be of much 
use to those concerned with rabbinic 
problems. 


SYRIA

This book js an abridgment of the 
author's “History of Syria including 
Lebanon and Palestine” which was 
published jn 1951. It is clearly aimed 
at the general reader. AS a narrative, 
it reads smoothly: so smoothly, 
indeed, that the overwhelming impres- 
sion with which a reader emerges 
is that Syria's history is an unbroken, 
continuous whole, century merging 
into century, and one government fol- 
lowing another to rule the self-same 
country and the sclf-same_ people. 
But the continuity, imposed though 
it may be by the need to summarise, 
and pleasantly lulling though it 1s, can 
be none the less deceptive. For one 
thing, “Syria” is not a term with a 
universally accepted meaning. remain- 


ing unchanged throughout the cen- 
turies. The author includes under 


it Palestine. the Lebanon, as well as 


the Syria of the present day. What is 
his warrant for so doing ? Some, of 
course, in the pursuit of political 
claims. have affected to call Pales- 
tine Southern Syria, and to describe 
the Lebanon as the Syrian Littoral, 


but this.is no reason for an historian 
to adopt. without critical examipation, 


such a view 


Again, a short narrative history 
covering some thirty centuries in 256 
paces is bound to become a mere 


catalogue of events, the only signifi. 
cance of which is that they follow 
one another. The general reader will 
in consequence, appreciate very imper 
fectly the agit ited and unhappy) nature 
of Syrian political history, punctuated 
as it is by crises, coups détat, ane 
ons. The chapters dealing 
with the modern period are particu- 
larly superficial. The narrative and 
the chronological form of .the book 
will also not help the general reader 
to form an idea of those characteristics 
of Middle Eastern society which serve 
to make jt so sharply distinct from the 
uTropean,

The City of Nazareth, in Gahilee, 
renowned throughout the. world, ts 
assuming a new aspect. factories and 
workshops are being erected and the 
Arab and Jewish inhabitants are coming 
into contact every day in all fields of hie. 

Until quite recently all us inhabitants 
were Arabs. It is only in the past iwo 
years that Jews, too, have begun to settle 
in it, mainly new immigrants. 

A short time ago the Government 
began to build a large new quarter near 
the City of Nazareth. The new quarter 
is called Upper Nazareth and ts devclop- 
ing rapidly. The number of its 
inhabitants is already three thousand, 
and every month another sixty families 
are added. 

From what do these inhabitants earn 
their livelihood ? 

A large part of them are employed 
in building. Great efforts, however, are 
being made establish industrial 
projects on the spot. The Government 
is extending considerable aid to indus- 
trialists who wish to establish new fac- 
tories in Upper Nazareth, or transfer 
factories from other parts of the country. 

A number of industrial projects have 
already been established, among them a 
chocolate factory, and shortly a textile 
factory, a workshop for the repair of 
diesel: engines, etc., will be epened. 
Shortly the Government will open in 
Nazareth its office for the Northern Dis- 
trict and then Old-New Nazareth will be 
converted into the capital of all Galilee,

THREE ARTISTS, THREE 
WORLDS 


Francis Gruber was born at Nancy, 
France, in 1912 of an Alsatian father 
and a Polish mother. He was con- 
fined to bed through ill-health from 
the age of eight to sixteen. When 
he adopted painting as a career he 
was for some years unable to go out 
of doors. He worked at his stove or 
his window. At 36 he died. 


Small wonder that the exhibition of 
his work which the Arts Council has 
put on at the Tate Gallery is not 
cheerful. His emaciated nudes, his 
futility symbols—the door with no 
containing wall, the bird of prey—all 
are set down with abject sadness. 

Nothing relieves this sadness, for 
Gruber was a superb draughtsman of 
the Diirer -school, his surrealism 
comes all the way from Bosch, his 
colour is as reticent as his statement. 
Nowhere does he overstate—and 
nowhere can one escape; though the 
beauty of his occasional still-lifes 
points to what might have been. 


“ Interplanetary ” 


At Gallery One Enrico Baj, the 
Milanese artist, is showing “ inter- 
planctary paintings”—which is as 
fair a description as “ landscapes” or 
“ still-lifes.” The convention not yet 
being established, however, the artist 
has a harder job to communicate his 
experience. 


Baj’s pictures are like photographs 


of the moon's surface with a jagged, 
mountainous contour against a back- 
ground of tapestry. He chose 
tapestry, he says, because the moon 
has no atmosphere and therefore no 
sky, and tapestry gives symbolic con- 
tinuity. (It is also an easy form of 
collage in which the work has already 
been done.) 

This ts a world of mountains per- 
sonified. Some can be turned on 
their side to reveal a human profile ; 
these used to be puzzles for children, 
but are now dignified with the des- 
cription “ biaxial double images.” 

Phoebus Tuttnauer has already 
been introduced to “J.C.” readers, 
and I need only remind them 
to go to the Ben Uri Art Gallery and 
enjoy his pictures. His, too, is a 
world of fantasy. It carries the label 
neo-primitive,” which attaches it.to 
a convention now established and 
easily appreciated -when it is as well 
done as this, 


Dance in Paradise 


When at the age of 65 Dr. Tutt- 
nauer turned to art for self- 
expression, he went to school to learn 
his alphabet. and then had the sense 
to leave while his vision was still 
fresh. The two paintings of “The 
Doctor's Workshop” in this exhibi- 
tion are also the artist’s workshop. 

It is when he comes out to play 
that he is enchanting, when he gives 
the fresh vision of childhood to 
Regent's Park and Lake Maggiore, 
when he devises a blue and green 
diagonal formula to represent glass, 
when he enlarges a lonely robin in a 
deserted playground, and when he 
makes the oddest things dance in 
Paradise. 

Room 8 at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum (the old picture gallery on 
the right as you go in) has been 
reopened as a rwght of South-East 
Asian art, revealing treasure we have 
not seen since before the war. 

All along the right-hand side of 
the room is the sumptuous gold 
regalia from the Palace of the 
Burmese King Thebaw (1876-1885). 
There are spectacular gold receptacles, 
set with rubies, but their craftsman- 
ship is not impressive. Pleasure can

be got from the vessels in the form 
of a sacred goose and from the finial 
ornament of a sacred banner, which 
also has birds on it, but in general 
it is the more intimate works on the 
other side of the room that engage 
one’s attention. 

Among the Burmese works here are 


glazed terracotta demons and an 
enchanting female devotee dating 
from the eighteenth century or 
earlier. 


Topical are the objects of Buddhist 
worship and ritual, dating from the 
fifteenth century and onwards, which 
come from Tibet. A bronze Dakini 
and other figures show the local 
tradition affected by both Chinese 
Indian influences; and there are 
musical instruments used in_ the 
Lamaist ritual, such as a_ conch 
trumpet mounted with copper, and 
oboes covered with silver sheet and 
set with precious stones. 

Indonesian musical 
(mainly xylophones, gongs, and 
drums) are represented by the 
“ Raffles Gamelan,” perhaps the finest 
set in existence, acquired in Java by 
Sir Thomas Raffles, the founder of 
Singapore, about 1800. The 
Indonesian section also _ includes 
puppets and shadow-puppets, which 
you can see in projection and 
“behind the scenes.” P.GS. 


VIEWERS SHOCKED 


The new Director of the Bradford 
City Art Gallery, Mr. Philip Bird, has 
certainly drawn upon (or earned for) 
himself the soubriquet “new broom.” 
This is his first Spring Exhibition in 
Bradford, but it is the city’s 66th, 
and it is quite certain that- the 
Director has effected a most thorough 
sweep, and the Bradford gallery- 
going public have been deeply moved 
—in fact shocked, notwithstanding 
the eulogistic remarks of the opener 
of the exhibition, Sir Herbert Read. 
The exhibition, of Contemporary 
British Art, includes works by Harold 
Cohen, P. Feiler, H. Gotlib, S. 
Knapp. Philip Naviasky, M. Rothen- 
stein, J. Bornfriend, H. Inlander, and 
S. Steyn. Its utter modernity is 
Staggering, at any rate in its initial 
impact. Whether viewers will take 
to it more kindly as a result of a 
second, third, and fourth look, 
remains to be seen. fA

Born in Detroit, Michigan, She has 
appeared on American felevision 
and, since arriving in Israel nine 
vears ago, has done much acting 
in Hebrew and has appeared with 
the Polish actor Zigmund Turkow, 
of the Zuta Theatre. Miss Peled 
is now attending a full course for 
writers and directors at the new 
Faculty of Drama at the Tel Aviv 
University. The course is under

stages.

The annual conference of the Asso- 
ciation for Jewish Youth, to be held 
next Sunday, April 12, is to discuss. 
among other matters, the “ leakage ” 
of senior members of 15 upwards 
from clubs. 

This is a national tendency in 
Jewish and non-Jewish clubs, and is 
causing club workers much concern. 
At least one organisation—the Stam- 
ford Hill Associated Clubs—has taken 
this trend as a serious challenge, and 
has made elaborate plans to try to 
arrest the “wastage” of members at 
the age when the club method ol 
training has the greatest chance of 
success. 

In addition to allocating one even- 
ing solely for the 15-plus age group 
the Stamford Hill Clubs have aban- 
doned those activities which are apt 
to be scornfully labelled as “kid's 
stuff “ and have substituted activities 
designed to appeal to the natural 
adventurousness of young people. 

After only a few months the clubs 
report that ‘this policy has begun. if 
only slightly, to prove effective.

Our reporter goes to the North-West 
suburbs on the occasion of the first 


anniversary of the 


EDGWARE MACCABI 


LONG the Watford by-pass, 
A just within the Green Belt 
area of Outer London, a 
large, ungainly building stands out 
in the dark—alive and alight. It 
is the Edgware Synagogue (or 
“cinemagogue,” as critics of its 
architectural stvle prefer to call it). 
Its windows are lit up, the doors 
of its communal hall wide open, 
the interior filled with the sound 
and movement of about 200 young 
people enjoying their leisure hours. 
It is one of the evenings in the 
week when the synagogue Js 
“home “ to the members of the 
Edgware Maccabi Club. 

The club is “under entirely new 
management,” I was told on arrival 
by the Chairman, Mr. E. Meltzer, 
and the Leader, Mr. A. Green. 
The former Edgware Jewish Youth 
Club had “just faded away” 
before the congregation, of which 
it was part, moved to ifs new 
premises. There were many 
reasons for its demise, but the 
main one seemed to have been a

lack of voluntary 
manage and 
activities. 

With £14 as the sole material 
asset from its predecessor, but also 
with the experience of past failings, 
a new club was started in February 
of last year. Today it boasts a 
membership of over 500 young- 
Ssters, divided up jn three sections: 
200 juniors between the ages of 
eleven and 14; 250 jn the inter- 
mediate group, and seniors, 
which in the terminology of youth 
clubs means anybody above the 
age of 17. 


workers to

Affiliation 


The club has 40 managers, twelve 
of whom are “seniors” and the 
rest are adults who have them- 
selves belonged at one time or 
another to a youth organisation 
and are therefore familiar with the 
various problems and routine. 

One of the first decisions of the 
“new management,” effected last 
June, was to affiliate the club to 
the Maccabi movement. I learned 
that there are great advantages to 
a youth club in becoming part of 
a wider organisation: it provides 
the club with facilities which it 
lacks —for example, the Maccabi 
Stadium in near-by Hendon was an 
attraction to the sporting groups, 
and particularly the three football 
teams run by the Edgware club; 
it gives an opportunity for partici- 
pation in competitions; and jt 
brings the club into a ready-made 
tradition which it sometimes lacks 
itself, ‘especially if it is, as the 
Edgware club was, a_ beginner. 
The fact that Maccabi has a pro- 
Israeli and pro-Zionist outlook was 
from the point of view of the 
Edgware club an advantage rather 
than a handicap; in fact it was 
because of this that the club 
finally opted for affiliation to 
Maccabi. 

Some Jewish clubs are “ mixed ” 
in two senses: they admit both 
boys and girls and non-Jewish 
youth as well as Jewish. In Edg- 
ware the mixing is only among 
Jewish youth: and a very happy 
mixture it is, the numbers of the 
two sexes being evenly balanced. 

The club is a_ meeting-place 
primarily for Jewish youth in 
Edgware. But its fame has 


apparently reached beyond Middle- 
sex, for on my visit there I dis- 
covered several youths who had 
come from other areas in North- 
West London although there are 
synagogue clubs on their own 
doorstep. From the notice-board 
on the wall I gathered, however, 
that outsiders can sometimes be a 
source of trouble: there were the 
names of five boys who had 
“ misbehaved ” during a dance and 
have been “blacklisted” for 
future occasions. 


Membership has jin any case 
almost reached saturation point; 
no new entrants are being admitted 
to the junior group (which meets 
on different days from the other 
sections), because the premises are 
not big enough to accommodate 
the growing membership. The 
club hopes at some time jn the 
future to build jts own premises 
in the grounds of the synagogue. 

Going round the club while it 
was bustling with activity of all 
sorts—table tennis other 
games, music, discussion, dancing, 


dramatics—I had no doubt in my 
mind (and neither had the members 
I spoke to) that the club was ful- 
filling its purpose as a centre of 
Organised group activity, a forum 
for assembly for youngsters, a 
refuge from the television set, 
Street-corner, and the juke-box, a 
place where Jewish boy meets 
Jewish girl under the supervision 
of benevolent managers and_per- 
haps with the blessing of hopeful 
Jewish parents. 

The club also inculcates a sense 
of responsibility. I attended a 
meeting which was going on 
between Mr. Green and _ the 
“ Committee of Senators,” a rather 
high-sounding name given to those 
who have shown willingness and 
ability to be leaders. There were 
three candidates for a vacancy on 
the committee, boys of about 16 
to 17. Each appeared before the 
meeting to give the reasons why 
he wanted to become a Senator. 
“To do more work for the club,” 
Said one. “ Because I would regard 
it_ aS a promotion,” said another. 
“To repay, at least in part, the 
debt I owe to the club,” said the 
third. 


Complex Question 


Then, after the candidates had 
withdrawn, the committee held a 
Short discussion; two were 
accepted, and one was to be told 
that he must first get rid of “ his 
irritating habit of throwing his 
weight about ” before he could be 
entrusted with more responsibility 
and authority. 

Perhaps all this goes to show 
that the Edgware Maccabi Club js 
a good youth club for Jews. It 
does not yet show, however. 
whether it is also a good Jewish 
youth club. 

To answer this more complex 
question I had a closer look 
round. Apart from the Maccabi 
badge worn by the members and a 
few Jewish National Fund posters 
on the walls, there was nothing to 
indicate the spirit of Israel or 
Zionism at work. 

Since there could be nothing 
specifically Jewish in sporting 
activities or games, I tried to find 
out what some of the other groups 
were doing in ways which might 
lend themselves to the inclusion of 


things Jewish: There was a discus. 
sion group on—but the Subject 
being discussed was the desirab)|;;, 
or otherwise of coeducation _ 

The music-lovers were Mecting 
under the leadership of the Ciyh 
Captain, Tan Mandelberg. They 
were listening to records of 
Tchaikovsky’s Swan Lake ballet 
Elsewhere jn the building the 
Dramatics Group was rehearsing 
Pinero’s one-act comedy, “ Play. 
goers.” 

Both these cultural activities vere 
well worth while; but neither hag 
anything of specifically Jewish 
interest or value. 

And the same goes for the club's 
stencilled “mews and record.” 
which is called “ Your Own Maga. 
zine” and is sold for 3d. Its paces 
are quite lively, but only the names 
of the members mentioned in 
give an indication that it is “the 
official magazine” of a Maccabi. 
or, indeed, a Jewish, youth club 
In a feature called “ What do vow 
know ?” there are ten questions. but 
not one is on a Jewish subiect. 

In fact the only Jewish feature 
that I came across during the even. 


ing. apart from the Maccabi badge. 


was a prayer during the compu'sory 
ten minutes’ assembly in the main 
hall. By ten minutes past nine 
assembly was over and dancing 
resumed. 

When it was time to. go I left 
behind a dancing and jivine crowd 
of youngsters, who were looking 
forward excitedly to the first visit 
of their President. Frankie 
Vaughan, who is going to the 
club tomorrow’ (Saturday) for its 
first birthday celebration.

PROFESSOR LEO MAYER 


' professor Leo Ari Mayer, Emeritus

Dr. Nahum Goldmann. as President 
of the World Jewish Congress, has 
invited the leading Jewish religious 
communities of the Soviet Union, as 
representing the only existing form 
of organised Jewish life. to send 
observers to the World Jewish Con- 
gress Plenary Assembly in Stockholm 
this August. 

Dr. Maurice L. Perlzweig. Director 
of the International Affairs Depart- 
ment of the W.J.C.. addressing the 
Business and Professional Associates 
of the American Jewish Congress in 
New York. said that, despite Sovict 
and general press reports, he had been 
assured by authoritative Soviet 
sources that the last word had not 
vet been said on the matter. “It is 
premature to predict what will be the 
outcome of our initiative.” Dr. Perl- 
7weig said, “ but whatever the result, 
it must be regarded as an incident in 
a continuing policy which demands 
the exercise of patience and unweary- 
ing diplomacy.’ 

Stating that the communities of 
Yugoslavia and Hungary were both 
affiliates of the Congress and that the 
representative bod. of Polish Jewry 
to participate in 
last July's Executive meeting 
in Geneva. Dr. Perlzweig said: “ the 
Congress will continue to seck the 
adhesion of other Jewish communities 
in the countries, of the Soviet bloc.”

The “ Neie Presse ” claims that the 
publication of such a report by the 
“ Jewish Observer ” proved the “ anti- 
Soviet activities of the official Zionist 
organisation.” 


MOROCCO ARRESTS

Another group of 26 Jews, who 
were arrested last month in Eastern 
Morocco, have been released, pend- 
ing investigations into the alleged 
ilicgal immigration organisation. This 
group 1s also charged with holding 
forged passports. 

Moroccan officials profess to know 
nothing about either group. They 
insist that Jews are free to leave the 
country individually. Group emigra- 
tion ts frowned because it is 
“ against national interests.” 

Morocco joined the Arab League 
last autumn. and the Moroccan Prime 
Minister. Abdullah Ibrahim, flew to 
Beirut last month to participate in the 
Arab League’s conference. 

The State Security Department has 
banned the sale or purchase of Israeli 
postage stamps throughout Morocco, 
according to reliable sources here. All 
shops which buy and sell foreign 
stamps have received an order to this 
effect. 

Commenting on the ban an official 
spokesman said that the stamps were 
a form of propaganda for Israel. “a 
country with which we have no 
relations and which we do _ not

JERUSALEM 

Arab members of ,the Knesset 
were the centre of a controversy 
which flared up in the Knesset shortly 
before it adjourned for the Passover 
recess. The point at issue was 
whether an Arab member represented 
just his party, or the Arab minority 
in Israel. It was a scene which would 
have had familiar undertones for any 
Anglo-Jewish M.P. 


The dispute arose after Mr. Yussef 
Khamis, an Arab member on the 
Mapam list, asked for a debate on the 
employment of Arabs with secondary 
school education. He said that 
though Arabs constituted about 11 per 
cent of Israel's population, they held 
only about 1} per cent of the posi- 
tions in the Civil Service and even 
less in the Histadrut and other 
public institutions. 

In reply. Mr. Ben Gurion said that 
he had discussed this difficult problem 
with the Arab ‘members of the 
Knesset.

JERUSALEM 

A private German company has lent 
Israel 6,500,000 dollars to buy equip- 
ment for an electric power station. 
This was announced by Dr. E. Shin- 
nar. Director of the German Repara- 
tions Corporation, at a luncheon 
given here in his honour by the 
Foreign Press Association. 

The loan, which Was guaranteed 
by the Government-controlled Hermes 
Insurance Company, marked a new 
stage in trade relations between Israc! 
and West Germany, he said. Ten per 
cent of the loan was repayable when 
the order for the equipment was given. 
a further 10 per cent on delivery and 
the remaining 80 per cent would be 
repaid over five years at between 6} 
and 7 per cent interest, 

Negotiations were in progress for 
further similar loans to be granted to 
other Israeli enterprises. 

Another innovation§ Israeli- 
German trade relations came into 
effect on April 1. From this date 
Israeli firms placing orders up to the 
value of 2,500 dollars with German 
firms could for the first time nego- 
tiate with them directly. Previously 
all such purchases had to be made

ISRAEL’S LEAD TO FARMERS

JERUSALEM 
If Israel succeeded in conquering 
the desert, she could help solve 
the world’s gravest problem, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion said on Sunday when he 
addressed the opening session of the 


International Congress of Farmers 
here, 
In his humble view. said the 


Prime Minister, the gravest problem 
now facing the world was not East- 
West tension, which was a temporary 
phase in history, but the vast gulf 
between the high standards of living 
in Europe and America and the much 
lower standards prevalent in Asia and 
Africa. If Israel conquered the 
desert, as he had every confidence 
that she would, this would contribute 
to the solution of the problem. as 
much of the reason for the back- 
wardness of Asian and African coun- 
tries lay in the fact that they were 
still largely desert. 

The occasion was the closing func- 
tion of Israel's Tenth Anniversary 
celebrations, and to men like Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, whose greatest piide is 


the return of the Jews to their former 
“down to earth” occupations, this 
— perhaps the most gratifying of 
all. 

About 300 farmers and agricultural 
experts from 31 countries were among 
the 2,500 people who filled the 
beflagged Convention Centre for the 
opening session, President and Mrs. 
Ben-Zvi, Mrs. Golda Meir, and Mr.
